MRO. WILSON KEPT 
ALIVE BY OXYGEN; 
GROWING WEAKER 


I Senate Passes Bill to — * 
Poor Which the President's 
Wife Requests. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6. - Mrs. Wood - 
row Wilson, the President's wife, con- 
tinues to hover between life and death 
and is being sustained by oxygen and 
other artificial stimulants this after- 


noon. Dr. Grayson, the President's 
physician, said just after 2 p. m. that 
Mrs. Wilson had two sinking spells 
this morning, but rallied under stimula- 
tion. She was conscious, but growing 
weaker. 

President Wilson canceled all engage- 
ments today, and left his wife’s bed- 
side only to sign important papers. He 
did not even see Cabinet members, nor 
hold his Thursday afternoon conference 
with newspaper correspondents. 

Other members of the family have 
been constantly at Mrs. Wilson's side.

Tilness Result of Fall. 

Months of constant illness, beginning 
with a nervous breakdown, aggravated 
by a fall on the White House floor re- 
sulting in an injury to her spine, and 
then Bright’s disease have weakened 
her and sapped her vitality. 

Dr. Grayson gave out the following 
statement, at 10 a. m.: The chief cause 
of Mrs. Wilson’s present critical condi- 
tion is a.chronic kidney trouble. This 
has developed as one of the results of a 
nervous breakdown, brought on by over- 
work.“ 

Besides her social interests, Mrs. W- 
son had given much attention to the im- 
provement of Washington's slums and 
alleys since she first came to the city. 
Throughout her illness she has con- 
tinued her deep interest in the poor 
children of Washington.

Last night while talking to her hus- 
band Mrs. Wilson said it would add to 
her happiness if the bill qpuld be passed. 
The President had Secretary Tumulty 
investigate the matter today, and as a 
result the House District of Columbia 
Committee, headed by Representative, 
Johnson, stated that they would report 
the bill favorably, and try to have it 
passed, 

Former President Roosevelt was 
among those who telegraphed the Presi- 
dent today, expressing deep sympathy 
over Mrs. Wilson’s condition. Vice-Pres- 
ident Marshall, Secretary Bryan, Secre- 
tary Daniels Seeretary Redfield, and 
other Washington officials called early 
to express thelr sympathy. 

Representative Kinkaid of Nebraska 
presented a resolution in the House to- 
day, expressing sympathy for the Presi- 
dent, and hope for the recovery of Mrs. 
Wilson. It was passed in silence. 


LUSITANIA CALLS 
AID AS A ROSTILE 
SHIP CHASES it

Captain of Incoming Steamer 


Reports Cruiser Essex Went 
to Liner's Aid. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6.— Further word 
of the big. English liner Lusitania 
dodging German cruisers in a race 
for England was brought to New 
York today by the oil tank steamer 


Tonawanda, from London and Ant- 
werp. Capt. Hart said that yester- 
day he heard the Lusitania in wire- 
less communication with the British 
cruiser Essex, saying that a foreign 
cruiser was following her and asking 
the Essex to stand by. Later the Es- 
sex went in searth of the foreigner. 

For three days, said Capt. Hart, 
the wireless brought news of the 
presence of British, French and Ger- 
man cruisers. None was , sighted, 
however. The French liner La Lor- 
raine, bearing nearly 1000 reservists 
bound for France, was seen 70 miles 
east of Fire Island. 

The British steamer Kansas City, 
which sailed yesterday for Bristol, 
turned about today and made for 
Perth Amboy, N. J. 

The captain of the Cunard liner 
Pannonia, which arrived in port dur- 
ing the night, said his vessel passed 
through a zone patrolled by two Ger- 
man warships. Radiograms in code 
passing between them were intercept- 
ed. 

The Pannonia left Gibraltar July 
25, and until she approached this 
coast the officers had no knowledge 
of the situation in Europe. Several 
hundred miles out she received a 
message from a British cruiser, 
warning her to beware of capture. 
All lights except those necessary to 
the navigation of the ship were ex- 
tinguished. Early yesterday the Pan- 
nonia passed the Lusitania. The ship 
was dark evcept for her running 
lights and was being driven at a 
high speed. 

Soon afterward the Pannonia was 
in communication with a British war- 
ship, which informed her that she 
might go ahead without fear, as there 
were several British ships within 
wireless call. Later the Pannonia’s 
wireless operator heard German 
cruisers in communication with each 
other. 

The Pannonia brought 604 passen- 
gers in the first and second cabins. 

The Hambdurg-American Line em- 
phatically denied today that the 
steamer Vaterland was being fitted 
out here as a cruiser, or that she 
would sail on any mission whatever. 
Guards about the pier were still 
maintained today, and, presumably as 
a precaution against aproach by 
small boats with hostile intent, a 
huge net was stretched in the water 
across the stern of the vessel.

Since European hostilities began the 
applications by foreigners for natural- 
iZation papers in St. Louis have in- 
creased from 40 to 500 per cent, ac- 
cording to Deputy United States Cir- 
cuit Court Clerk Edward Tobin.

Much Concern Felt for Timely 
Return of Many Dramatic 
and Operatic Stars. 


It is announced from New York that

The 
German Emperor would be supreme and it is 
certain that he would impose conditions on re- 
publican France and the constitutional mon- 
archies which would extend his dominating in- 
fiuence over continental Burope and would turn 
dack the clock of political progress. He would 
use his power ruthlessly to crush popular dem- 
oeratio aspirations. The ‘fapidly strengthening 
forces against him may d ed as the forces 
of republicanism fighting forces of imperial- 
ism. Fortunately, the chances are brightening 
for the overthrow of imperial power in Germany 
and the driving back of despotism to the Rus- 
sian border; probably to be modified, at least, in 
Russia. : 

A new Germany, with a free Government, by 
and for the German people, would transform 
Europe. It would destroy mad militarism in the 
civilized world.

In that 
service he has risen from poverty to great wealth 
—wealth drawn from the people by charging

Hurley, president of the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ Association. It will mean 
that industry here is to have the great- 
est boom in its history. I have no doubt 
our trade with South America will in- 
crease by leaps and bounds.”’ 


9 SOLDIERS CAPTURED 
ON “VALLEY” FRONTIER 


East St. Louis Police and St. 
Clair County Sheriff Take 
Jefferson Barracks Men. 

United States troops mobilized in Eas 
St. Louls, Wednesday night, without in- 
structions from the Secretary of War, 
and, after dashing across the frontier of 
the valley,“ were captured in a hand- 
to-hand conflict with the dual alliance, 
Night Chief of Police Barlow and Sher- 
iff Mulconnery of St. Clair County. 

Numerous casualties were reported 
before nine of the 11 invaders were 
made prisoners of war.

The real event of the day’s financial 
markets—foreshadewed in ped mae we 
ennouncement by the Chancellor of the 
British Exchequer—Wwas the reduction in 
the Bank of England rate from 10 per 
cent to 6 per cent. This move was pos- 
sible at this time because of two circum- 
stances, neither of which existed when 
the rate was raised from 4 per cent to 
8 per cent last Friday, and from 8 to 10 
per cent on Saturday. 

These were the facts, first, that En-

hat therefore Berlin can no longer 
draw on its London credit balances: 
second, that a ‘moratorium’ has been 
applied on the meeting of maturing 
forei bills of exchange in Lombard. 
street, so that banks and bankers hol¢- 
ing such bills uncovered by remittances 
from the Continent will no longer be 
forced to safeguard their position. 

“While these developments made the 
reduction of the bank rate possible the 
financial situation of the moment made 
it altogether wise. 

Sentiment Is Better. 

“The moral effect of such reduc- 
tion is always great. English. finance 
and trade know when the rate came 
down from 6 to 5 on Jan. 11, 
that the acute strain of the 
War Crisis” was over. When the 
bank lowered its rate from 7 per 
cent to 6 on Jan. 2, 1908, and from 6 
to 5 on Jan. 16, the wb, ole business 
community of England’ accepted the 
action as notice that ‘che dangerous 
pages of the New York panic, in its 
earing on Europe's gold reserves, 


was at an end. 


“When the 6 per cent rate was re- 
placed by 5, on Avg. 11, 1870, after 
the first decisive Prussian victory had 
foreshadowed the outcome of the 
Franco-Prussian War, commercial 
England drew ths inference that the 
political and financial crigis had been 
surmounted. It will draw similar de- 
ductions from today's action by the 
bank; in future financial histories of 
this extraordinary period the low- 
erin of the rate will undoubtedly 
be cited as a landmark. 

“The Bank of England's action did 
not mean that either the financial 
or the commercial situation was 
again on a normal basis. On the con- 
trary, it was simultaneously an- 
nounced tisat when the period of spe- 
clal bank, holidays“ is terminated, 
emergency currency expedients hith- 
erto unkmown to London will be in- 
troduce For these, however, there 
is a somewhat pecullar cause. 


Tae London Money Market. 
What happened in England, during

FOREIGN WAR SHOULD 
LATER HELP AMERICA 


The Mechanics-American National Bank in 
its monthly financial review says: 

‘*‘Kurope’s war menace and the complica- 
tions resulting from it have within the last 
few days brought about conditions which 
have, for the first time in financial history, 
caused all the stock markets of the world 
to withdraw their facilities for the purchase 
and sale of securities. This unprecedented 
situaticn forced the price of foreign exchange 
to the highest price on record, and caused 
Europe to withdraw $40,000,000 of gold from 
the United States within seven days. 

The American markets have given a splen- 
did exhibition of strength, and had it not 
been for the unwillingness of our bankers to 
give up gold in unlimited quantities the de- 
moralization on this side would have become 
much more severe, and the hardships in- 
finitely greater. The thing to remember is 
that the tremendous pressure of liquidating 
sales on the New York Stock Exchange came 
from European holders of our securities and 
the disturbance was not caused by conditions 
in America. 

„Although this state of affairs is disturb- 
ing to all markets, it must be recalled that 
the United States has the one available 
wheat surplus of the world which is obvious- 
ly of prime importance when the great na- 
tions of Europe are in war or on the verge of 
war. Had our position been less secure, or 
had this country been weakened d 
tive excesses. there would have very 
great disturbance. As it is the markets of 
the United States have stood the test remark- 


“So far as general business is concerned 
it is not probable that the disorganization 
abroad will have any very disturbing in- 
fluence upon conditions here. In a general 
European war the effect would of necessity 
be far reaching. Some lines of business here 
would feel the stimulus of orders given out 
for provisioning and equipping the armies. 
It must be remembered, however, that we are 
not directly involved in the clash, and that 
owing to a long and somewhat labored pro- 
cess of liquidation, this country is on an un- 
usualiv sound basis. 

“What is more the markets have not yet 
discounted the prosperity which will, accrue 
from a remarkable harvest and from a long 
period of economical pring. There may be 
some need for unusual action to protect eur 
gold supply. But in spite of all, thig country 
will emerge from the remarkable situation 
created, much stronger and better than any 
other nation.“

CHICAGO, Aug. 6—Readiness with 
which offerings were absorbed had a 
bullish effect today on wheat. Appar- 
ently speculators could not be turned 
from the belief that huge exports from 
tre United States would be certain be- 
fore a great while. 
Cables from Live referred to bet- 
ter terms granted by the British Gov- 
ernment for insuring war risks on food- 
stuffs. At fist, however, prices seemed 
to waver on account of selling by re- 
ceiving houses here. 
Weakness was chiefly noticeable in 
the nearby delivery, September. After 
opening 1%c to Ide off, the advance 
in the market overcame all the losses 
and in the deferred options scored net 
gains that amounted to 1%c. Later the 
May option jumped 4c to $1.07%. 
Expected rains in the domestic 
drought region weakened corn at the 
outset, but a decided rally ensued when 
wheat turned strong. Besides Eastern 
cash demand was again of an urgent 
character. The opening, which was the 
game as last night to % lower, was 
followed by a substantial advance all 
around. 
Trading in oats was quite Umited. 
Values were governed mainly by the 
action of the corn market. 
Packers were credited with having 
taken to the buying side of provisions. 
First transactions ranged from 5c to We 
higher and there were additional gains 
later. Hog receipts at Western points 
dropped off to a total that was only a 
third as large as a year ago. 
The net gains for Senheunten and De- 
cember wheat at the same time May 
sold at $1.07% were respectively 1%c and

Reports that Eastern exporters were 
trying to resell wheat to Chicago acted 
as a drag on the nearer months. It 
was also asserted that elevator interests 
here were more concerned about getting 
money to finance wheat than in any 
question about carrying charges.
